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CHINESE BANK ORDERS.

(Daily Press, 13th November.) 

The Shanghai Chamber of Commerce had 
an unusually interesting meeting on the lst 
instant. Its agenda included such subjects 
as t'e Huang-pu Conservancy ; Municipal 
Jetiies—on which a special committee is 
to report ; Quarantine Restrictions,—Hong- 
kong released; Coinage of Copper Cash,— 
the Chamber had already “ done all in their 
power ”;—and a case arising out of the 
stoppage of Native Bank Orders. This 
matter figured most prominently in the 
correspondence, and was perhaps as im- 
portant as any of the other matters. It 
appears that in July last, the Chartered 
Bank of India, Australia, and China, on 
behalf of all the foreign banks, reported to 
the Chamber that Messrs. Dowpatt, 
Hansox, aud McNzriz had been unable 
to collect payment of certain native bank 
orders held by them. The face value was 
six thousand taels, and the orders had been 
issued by the Toong Kew and Doon Foh 
banks, A dispute in connection with the 
purchase of some land was heard at the 
Mixed Court, and the orders (held by the 
vendor) were “stopped” hy order of that 
Court, pending a settlement of the dispute. 
It seems there was no question of the orders 
being finally honoured ; it was intended to 
be only a temporary stoppage; but 
the foreign banks claimed that as bank 
orders are negotiable documents, they 
should be regarded as cash. This view was 
shared by the Chamber of Commerce, which 
approached the Taotar through the Senior 
Consvut. ‘The Taorar ordered the Mixed 
Court Maaisrrate to withdraw his ‘stop’ 
order, and to allow the moncy to be paid 
at once. This official confirmation of the 
important principle maintained was so far 
‘satisfactory; but, as is usual in China, 
words were not at. once followed by deeds. 
Several letters and reminders bad to be 
sent, and the Taorar had to put his order 
in writing, and couch it in urgent and 
emphatic form, before it was fiually obeyed. 


So important did the matter appear in- 


commercial circles, that the foreign Banks 
decided, pending settlement, to take united 
action of any kind considered necessary. 
It is worth noling and remembering, now 
that the affair is satisfacturily settled, that 
the Native Bankers’ Guild stated in corres- 
pondence that “ with reference to our 
regulations, the payment of any native 
bank order can only b+ stopped when ‘the 
bank which issued it has become insolvent, 
or when the holder of the order has re- 
ported it being }-st. Beyoud these circum- 
stances, in case the drawer has been cheuted 
by other people and he has paid out bis 
bank order, the paymcut of such a bank 
order paid out by the person being cheated 
cannot be stopped it there are accounts 
traceable aud the order itself in existence, 
and the person being cheated shall be the 
only person responsible for such loss. This 
time, although the -payiment of the Doon 
Foh and Toong Kew bank orders has been 
stopped by the Mixed Court, yet we should 
not in accordance with our reg ulations 
comply with such au order of the Court.” 
This authoritative opinion, putting these 
much used orders on a satiafictory footing 
vis-a-vis bank notes, was only to be 
expected from such a body, for the 
Chinise bankers aud business men fully 
realice the convenience of bank forms of this 
kind.

CHINA AND RUSSIA IN 
TRANSITION.

China is in revolution ; so is Russia. So 
much is true of both countries; yet the 
methods are very differert. In China 
from time immemorial the sovereign has 
been taught that Heaven sees as the 
people see, and hears only as they hear, 
and the consequence has been that in the 
very worst time the sovereign has been 
made to learn that the Empire is a great 
trust devolved on him as the representative 
of heaven on earth, for such in reality is 
the meaning of the term Tieutse, iguorantly 
translated as if it meant the Son of Hea- 
ven, True it is that sovereigus have not 
always taken this constitutional doctrine 
to heart, and at such a time equally 
constitutionally the people have assumed 
their right to rebel, which in this case is 
not, indeed, held to be rebellion, but solely 
the indication that Heaven has withdrawn 
its decree, and the sovereign, no longer 
Yientse, is but an ordinary man and, as an 
ordinary man, subject fo punishment. The 
consequence of all this has been that at no 
period do we hear of the Chinese us a 
vation being an oppressed people. Indi- 
viduals, indeed, have suffered wrong, and 
their compatriots have looked on unable 
to interfere, but when once the idea has 
youe abroad that the nation is suffering 
for the whims of ove mau, the tie of 
loyalty to the sovereign has, of itself, 
ceased to exist. Compare this with the 
principle underlying the Russian autocracy 
that the people are the absolute property of 
the sovereign, and, as such, have no rights 
as against government, aud we can under- 
stand how very different is the case now 
being presented in both empires. 

In many respects the revolutien now 
being quietly carried through in China is 
unprecedented. It is not a forcible tising 
ofthe people, and yet it is essentially therr 
work. The attempt made by force to put 
it down, has missed to meet the views of 
the people at large, who did not fail in 


unmistakeable ways to make their rulers - 


understand; yet the method of bringing 
public vpinion to Lear has been ag remark- 
able as it was unprecedented. The tnter- 
mediaries have been’ the great provincial 
officers. Brought into more immediate 
contact with the peuple at large, they found 
their power and influence gradually passing 
out of their hands. Some of the wiser had 
from the beginning learnt to appreciate the 
power of the press, and quietly encouraged 
‘t ag a means of arriving at the feelings of 


seldom found themselves indebted to it for 
useful hints, so that in many cases they 
have been able to avoid what above all is 
most distasteful to an official—the finding 
himself running contrary to public opinion. 
On the other hand the writers connected 
with the press have seldom been revolu- 
tionary ; naturally the Chinese as a people 
are avetse from such measures, and the 
managers of the press have been restrained 
by motives of self interest from advocating 
revolutionary methods. There has thus 
been as yet little or no neceasity for press 
laws such as have disgraced the administra- 
; tion of many European countries, and of 
which Russia has been the most flagrant 
case. Not that the Chinese government 
hesitated to act when called upon, and in 
such case the remedy was drastic, yet on 
the whole the Chinese journalist has had 
little to complain of and generally kas been 
left unmolested so long as he confined him- 
eelf to reason and fair argument. But in a 
government like that of China where there 
have hitherto been few or no opportunities 
for the rulers to make themselves acquainted 
with the desires and feelings of the people 
at large, even with the best intentions the 
rulers themselves feel they have often gone 
wrong through want of knowledge, and the 
means of arriving at this knowledge have 
not always been trustworthy. This is the 
position which the provincial officials have 
been seeking to impress on Peking. It is not. 
likely that the immediate provincial officials 
are the best that China has ever had; they 
are probably of much the same mental 
calibre as their predecessors in ordinary 
times, but between the native press and the 
necessities of foreign intercourse they were 
able tu sec that, carried on as has been, the 
Imperial Government affairs were going 
from bad to worse. The first step was 
taken at his own imminent risk by the 
late Ciu Kwanyi at Nanking when he took 
overt steps to restrain the suicidal policy at. 
Peking. Doubtless Ciu was a born states. 
man, but had it not been for knowledge 
acquired by his enforced contact with foreign 
affairs he could not have taken the decisive 
steps he did; and those steps he at the 
time saw, and time has since proved 
correctly, were actually the saving of the 
Empire. This is really the secret of the 
present desire at Peking to ascertain how 
these things are managed in countries 
where the science of Government is more 
advanced than in China. The old funda- 
mental principles which must underlie all 
successful government have been handed 
down from time immemorial, but the work- 
ing of the machine has become out of gear, 
and needs renovation. In this respect 
China stands in an infinitely better position 
than Russia, in that improved methods, 
uot altered principles, are needed to bring 
ithe machine into renewed working order, 
while in the other to bring'the state out of 
its difficulties the very foundation of govern- 
tment must be improved off the face of the 
‘earth. China proposes to essay constitu: 
tioual government, and the very mention 
of the thing seems on the face of it an 
absurdity and an anachrcnism; yet China 
all through the ages has blindly been work- 
ing on the constitutional principle that no 
government not founded on the goodwill of 
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the people at large can stand, or deserve to 
stand. This doctrine is the useful legacy 
that Ciu Kwanyi left to his country, and 
should it be now reduced to practice be will 


have doubly earned its gratitude for having , 


had the strength of will necessary to put it 
in practice, even against a misled sovereign. 


JAPANESE COMMERCIAL. 
HONESTY.

(Daily Press, 15th November.) 
‘Surely a suitable definition of “super. 
fluities” would be “ publications comic 
and humorous.” Real life itself is an 
intensely amusing to the peraou gifted with 
a sense of proportion, or a seuse of humour, 
that artificial stimuli of hilarity appeir as 
the veriest impertinenees. Asa sample of 
actual history calling for homeric laughter 
(which will surely be forthcoming from the 
office of .our contemporary, the Japan 
Chronicle) we submit a recent utterance of 
the London Times. The predicate, so to 
speak, being Japanese commercial honesty, 
a subject coming well within the purview 


of a commercial community, we nee! offer: 
no excuse for raking up a little ancient | 


history. 

Bishop Awnorer, of Tokyo, confirmed in a 
letter some time ago the common saving 
that the Japanese are not famous for com- 
mercial honesty. It has always seeme! to 
us a case of “ givea dog a bad name aud 
hang him,” for while examples of business 
dishonesty were “ frequent and painful and 
free,” the grumbles and protests of the 
foreign traders in Japan failed to take into 
account the provecations to these breaches 
of contract and other “ slimuesses” of their 
native clients. If there be a recording 
angel who takes cognisance of all business 
“deals” of a “shady” sort, then we tale 
it that there is a celestial ledger containing 
a good many pages devoted to the business 
accounts of old-time importers and ex- 
porters. The kettle is black, we must 
admit; but the pot was not always 
unsmirched. This knowledge of the beam 
in our own eye (speaking for the foreign 
critics of Japan) prompts us to welcome 
any kindly extenuation or defence of the 
morals of our allies. Yet not always. We 
feel we must draw the linesomewhere. The 
manager of the publication department of 
the Times noticed Dr. Awprey’s un- 
charitable remark, and hastened to offer 
evidence in discourt thereof. He quotes 
the experience of those responsible fur the 
sale of the “ Encyclopedia Britannica” in 


Japan. . Ninety-five per cent, of the sales | 


were to Japanese, the monthly payment 
being ten yen. In Great Britain less than 
“half the payments arrived on the day 
promised ; in Japan less than one per cent. 
of the payments were even ope day Inte, 
and more than half the payments were 
made the day before they were due, because 
as it is explained, ‘ the Japanese did not 
like to run the risk of any accidental aelay 
that might make them even one day late.” 
It is apropos this touching reference that 
we feel bound to rake up a little history. 
When that wonderful work (apparently

ithe Times edition had already been pointed

was not a bona. fide new edition, or not up- 
to-date. The business agent in Japan made 
no reply to the Chronicle, so far as we

/paper) the Chronicle’s criticism as “ un- 
-serupuloas and Iving.” That isa little way

i honest. That is why we cannot bail with 
conplete satisfaction the Timea’ vindication 
of Japanese commercial honesty. Praise 
from some quarters may be more damaging 
‘than helpful.

BOYCOTT CONFERENCE AT 
CANTON,

(Daily Press, 16th November.) 


| Much as we deprecate the boycott, and 


gladly as we wall hail its cessation, we can- 
not regard the proceedings at the joint 
conference at Canton without some feeliug 
[of amusement. Our American friends 
!apperr to have a very erroneous idea of the 
intelligence of the Chinese ; aud their 
attempt to draw a red herring across the 
trail (by suggesting that the Cbinese 
ought to clamour fora Constitution like 
| America’s) was not marked hy the shrewd. 
!ness we expect in men trom the United 
States. We think we can see as clearly as 
| did the framers of the procedure, the con- 
l nection between “the inalicuable rights 
of man’ and the hoyeott ; but we do not 
lagree with them tuat such premisses were 
lcither desirable or — necessary. We 
; sympathise strongly with the Chinese view 
‘that it would have meant waste of time to 
| discuss such abstract theines at a meeting 
called to consider the ways and means of 
ending a boycott, The fact that such a 
discussion tended to put the heads of the 
Chinese in peril was enough to warrant 
their being left out; and quite apart from 
that unpleasant possibility, the Chinamen 
~who echoed Wetver’s © Cut the cackle 
and come to the hosses” have earned our 
frespect. The Americans present—or some 
of them—appeared to think that it was a 
matter of interpretation, and that the 
Chinese had failed to realise the logical 
path from the general to the particular. 
This was anerror. Weare convinced that 
they saw the point; saw perhaps more 
than the Americans saw. For the Chinese, 
even the illiterate, are not unfamiliar with 
such questions as: ‘ What are Govern- 
ments established for" They do not need 
to discuss them afresh. They have the 
answers, and they are conscious, intuitively 
‘it may be, that all Governments come short 
of the glory of the ideal. It is one of the 


ing Chinaman to admit that the Govern-

haps get worse.” This is typical, and it 
does not necessarily represent a craven fear 
of change. The Chinaman realises that — 
certain things are inevitable. No doubt 
he has even learned that there are spots on 
the American constitutional sun; and that 
in the republic that started with such high- 
falutin ideals of human equality and 
‘inalienable rights” there are to be 
observed similar social evils to those that 
mar monarchical and other systems, Mr. 
ARCHIBALD CoLQuHOUN puts it very 
happily when he says: ‘The Chinese, even 
when educated and enlightened, is seldom 
a reformer. He can adjust himself per- 
fectly to the flaws and inequalities of his . 
own system, and his observation teaches ° 
him that no forin of government is perfect. 
He usually thinks that he is better off with 
his own imperfections than with borrowed 
ones, for with characteristic philosophy he 
regards all lifeas making the best of ac 
indifferent bargain, and he has little belief 
in ideals or in possible perfection.” The 
Chinese who protested at the Canton con- 
ference against the intrusion of these ideals 
were practical business men. So Americans 
are supposed to be, but in this historical 
inst ince we seem to have happened upon a 
sort of anachronism: a case ofthe virile 
West being caught napping by the indolent 
Kast. Forms of Government have changed 
more in the Occident thau in the Orient, 
yet what radical difference ig there between 
the man whose ‘inalienable rights” are 


forcibly restricted by the feudal lord 
or the tiotai, and he who is cheated 
of them by tbe moneyed “grafter’’? 


The word “ civilisation’? is a shibboleth in 
the mouth of man (Chinese as mvch as 
foreigner) but the laws of nature mock at 
human ordinances, The weakest still go 
to the wall, even in the best regulated 
Governments; and all of us, free-born 
Briton, independent American, or official- 
ridden Chinaman, are alike in the shackles, 
The American is still so proud of the wa 

in- which he got rid of his old fetters, that 
he does not seem to notice the new pattern 
he perforce adopted, The Chinatran simply 
wriggles himself into a more comfortable 
position under the yoke, The American is 
like the schoolboy who plays truant to 
evade a thrashing: he has, as he would say 
in his own idiom, “ still got it coming to 
him.” The Chinese metaphoric schoolboy, 
sensibly facing the inevitable, slips a copy- 
book inside his garb where it will afford 
most protection, an:l takes his punishment 
with comparative equanimity.

THE CHINESE ARMY. 


The Nankiug correspondent of the Nanfang- 
pao sends the following interesting message on 
October 28 :— 

This is a memorable day in Nanking. A 
large concourse of people went down to 
Hsiakuan this morning to witness the lauding 
of the newly-enlisted soldiers from Chinkiang, 
who were transported to Nanking by the gun- 
boat Fuan. Over a thousand students from 
eighteen different schools, government and 
private, together with the Viceroy’s band, 
marched down in uniforms to extend welcome 
to them, with banners flying and amidst the 
beating of drums, the sounding of bugles, the 
sweet musio, and martial air. The new military 
officers of the Army Reorganisation Depart- 
ment (all in Western uniforms, and many 
without the queue) took a prominent part in 
celebrating this ocoasion, which signifies that 
the proverbial contempt for military life has 
given way to emulation and respect. A 
brignter day has dawned upon the new soldier 
of China, in whoge ranks may be found men of 
rank, of means, and education. and to whom 
will be entrusted the duty of defendiag their - 
Fatherland.

On the morning of the 
3rd March a large sum of money in banknotes 
and cash was handed to the defendant so that 
he might have the means of cashing cheques 
drawn on the bank by constitutents. During 
the course of the day the defendant received and 
paid out various sums of money, and at the end of 
the day there was a deficiency of $21,400 which 
he was unable to account for. The plaintiff 
under his bond with the bank was compelled to 
pay aud had paid tne deficiency for and on 
account of the defendant and at. his request. 
On the 3rd March defendant signed a document 
and gave it to the plaintiff, whereby he'acknow- 
owed the said sum ag on an 
account stated between them. The defendant 
had not paid the said spm or any part thereof, 
and the amount was still due and owing to the 
plaintiff. 

In the statement of defence the defendant 
admitted that he had been employed as shroff in 
the said bank, but said that since the 28th 


April, 19:15, he had been suspended from 
such employment. He admitted that the 
plaintiff entered into the bond dated 2last 


Octob-r, 1903, and that he entered into the 
agreement of the 3rd October, but he denied 
that the terms of the said agreement 
were correctly set forth in the statement 
of claim. He further denied that there was a 
deficiency of $21,400, or of any other sam, 
and further that he was unable to, and 
did not account for all the monies received 
and paid by him. Among the sums _paid 
out by defendant on the date mentioned 
in the statement of claim was a sum of $21,400, 
which was paid out in bank-notes by the 
defendant in respect of a duly chopped cheque 
which was given him. After payment out of 
such sum the said cheque was handed by the 
defendant in due course to the second shroff. 
When the accounts were made up at the ond of 
the day’s business this cheque was missing, and 
could not be produced as a voucher for the pay- 
ment of the sailsum. The defendant denied that 
the plaintiff was compelled torepay the amount to 
the bank, and if any such sum was paid it was 
not paid for and on account of the defendant, 
or at his request. The defendant did not sign 
any document whereby he acknowledged that 
he owed the’ plaintiff the sum of $21,400, or 
any other sum.

Chau Yung Shang, broker, sued Lai Sui 
Tung to recover the sum of $2 due for! 
commissiou earned Ly him as a broker, { 

Mr. C. F. Dixon (of Mr. Jolin Hastings | 
office) appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. QO. D. 
Thomson represented the defendant. 

Mr. Dixon related the circumstances under 
which the claim arose. He said the plaintiff 
was approached by a man named Mik Sing 
Tong, who told him he was the agent for the 
defendant, and had instructions to endeavour to 
obtain a loan of $2°',000 on proj-erty at No. 142 

Queen’s Road Central. He.asked the plaintiff 
if he would obtain this money, and said that 
in the event of his finding it his brokerage 
would ke at the rate of one per cent. In 
pursuance of this order the plaintiff at once 
approached a man named Chuk Yuk ‘Tim, who 
agreed to advance the money provided the title 
of the property was in order. Plaiutiff then 
went and saw the defendant, and told him 
that he had obtained the money. ‘The deeds of 
the property were eventually taken to Messrs. 
Wilkinson and Grist, and when the title was 
examined the mortgagee was advised not to lend 
the money on the security.and tle arrangements 
fell through. 

His Lordship— Where is the commission ¢ 

Mr. Dixon—It was not in consequence of 
any fault of the plaintiff that the title was 

wrong, and I submit that he is entitled {to his 
commission. F 

Continuing, Mr. Dixon said that the plaintiff 
saw the defendant's agent, and asked about his 
‘commission. The agent told the plaintiff that 

defendant would not pay it, but said that he (the 
agent) would try to bring pressure to bear in 
the matter. Nothing had been done, however, 
consequently this action was brought. 

Mr. Thomson—I submit there is no case. 

His Lordship— Well, I can't see it at present. 
What are your arguments 

Mr. Thomson—T he mortgage was not obtain- 
ed. If a man comes along and says he will 
lend $20.000 and does not do it, he cannot claim 
brokerage. The defendant was willing to 
aceept the amount, but it was not paid over, 
consequently he did not have the advantage 
of it. .

At the eud of the month 
he sent his shroff with the bill for the typer 
Some days afterwards afoki of the defendant 
firm called on witness aad said the type was for 
the Swatew Daily. Witness said he knew not- 
thing about the Swatow Daily; his order was 
from the defendant firm. In all he sent four 
bills, but the amount was not paid. It was 
subsequently agreed by the defendant firm 
that they chould pay the plaintiffs $150 com- 

nsation and allow them to retain the goods. 
“Witness gave them ten days in which to come 
to this arrangement. When this time had 
elapsed and the ehroff of the plaintiff firm went 
to collect the money from the defendants he 
returned and said they r fused to-pay.

CANTON, 
o~ 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 


The conference of Chinese and American 
business men, oa the boyeott, opened on the 
15th. There were present: Mr. D. H. Cameron 
(chairman). Messrs. C. E. Richardson, John 
Bolles, A. Harriman, E. C. Gillon, W. 8S. Allen, 
Horuby, and Dr. Shelby, Mr. Poon King- 
nam (chairman) and over a hundred Chinese 
merchants. Late arrivals were unab'e to get 
in, so crowded was the Hall. 

Mr. Cameron, opening, boped they would be 
able to reach an amicaole settlem int, as tha 
boycott was hurting both sides, who had hitherto 
been friends, 

Mr. Ho Wai-tong agreed that comm-rce on 
both sides had suffered, and it wis in the hope 
of some compromise that he had promoted this 
conference. 

Mr. C. E. Richardson voiced the American 
side in the following eloquent outpouring :— 
Gentlemen, we meet, I trust. with a dus 
appreciation of the responsibilities befor. us. 
As we come in a spirit of earnest friendship, 
there is no occasion for strife be{ween us. How 
sad is the picture of discordant conditions that 
could be remedied by tho knowledge of the trus 
fellowship uf man. To bring our work toa 
harmonious conclusion we must first recoguize 
the existence of law ; not only of material law, 
but of the inherent law of indivilual rishts 
with which the Creator of all has endowed His 
human creation. By such recognition we will 
‘bear in our proceeding a messaga of justica, 
peace, and good will to all people. We will 
command the attention and respect of those who 
abide under these laws, and, gentlemen, always 
appeal for justice to those who love the right 
for the sake of right. What beliefs of 
injustice have brought the Chinese people 
to this intense feeling, as expressed by 
the boycott, against the American people 
it is the purpose of this conference to inquire. 
Here, surely, it is in order to say that America 
has been China's greatest friend of recent years. 
To-day, likely, this section, instead of being a 
part of China, would be controlled by some 
foreign Power. ‘These facts are not known, 
and it is surely a duty of the Chinese to acknow- 
ledge same. Even though you Chinese should 
fail to secure a single relief from America, you 
bave gained a priceless victory. You found 
yourselves, at the boycott’s inception, dis- 
organized and incuherent. To-day you are 
cohesive and organized. It was not entirely 
the sense of injustices received, that has enabled 
you to perform thig marvel, but it was ina far 
greater measure the underlying force of a desire 
of national unity and liberty. A laudable 
desire to have a hand in the guiding of your 
own destiny. A desire to exercise those 
unalienable rights which make a man know 
that he is the equal of every other man. 
As Americans, the blood surges morg quickly 
through our veins when we see and know a people 
ae seeking and striving for those rights for 
which our forefathers fought and died. The 
expression of the method, by different peoples, 
to reach this glorious result, may be various. 
It is not our duty to judge these methods. The 
acceptance by a majority of the people concerned, 
of the results, is all we are concerned with, 
Therefore when the Chinese people deeply feel 
that Fung Ha Wei died for a principle, or so 
he might bring to the notice ot his conatrymen 
their rights, it is the duty of all fair-minded men 
| to recognize this fact. Therefore we rejoice 

with you in the knowledge that a patriot has 
| brought you into a sense of national unity, 
| But, we trust hereafter that your patriots will 
| stay with you so as to advise you with their 

growing experience. As your strivings for 
the rights and liberties, so undisputably the 
endowment of every man, become manifest, 
so, in that degree, will you find your Americin 
friends more than anxious to assist you to 
secure them. It is alsoa generally recognized 
maxim that a nation must be willing to grant 
another nation whatsoever it requests from that 
bation. A little later it will be my pleasure to 
move the adoption of a procedure for this 
conference, which we trust ‘will enable us to 
arrive at speedy conclusions. In closing, it is 
our sincerest hope that each of us may be 
proud to have humbly assisted at this conference, 
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and to know that our earnest and ight endar. 
vours will have brought honorabls re-u ts. Nov 
only a cessation of the boycott, but a knowledge 
to the Chinese that they have national and 
individuil natural rights, which other -people, 
and more largely their own Government, must 
respect hereafter (great applause). 

(AH the speeches were interpreted, sentence 
by sentence, as delivered.) 

The procedure proposed was to consider tho 
following questions in their order :— 
1.—The ° establishment of the 

rights of man. : 
2.--What are Governments established for ? 
3.—What has caused the Boycott ? 
4—What are the dasiderata of the Chineso 

8° that the Boycott may be called off ? 

(The Chinese shall: present these’ desiderata 

in wrifing and can further expound them 

by speech ) 

5.—The Americans shall answer in writing 
and shall give their‘ideas on those desiderata, 
and will be allowed a reasonable time todo so. 

They may also expound them by speech. 
6.—If joint conclusions be reached, what 

steps are best to make them effective ? 
7.—Joint report to be made and signed, 
8.—Provision for future meetings. 

The interpreter who tackled the first 
proposition was understood to explain the 
American Declaratiou of Independence, and to 
advise the Chinese to insist upon having “the 
same rights" from their Government. 

Another interpretér protested against this 
dragging in of the Chinese Government, and 
siid such remarks, if published, would put all 
their heads in danger. Ile said they had not 
met to discuss such questions as the first two. 
They had come to discuss the boycott. 
(Unanimous Chinese applause.) 

Mr. Bolles tried to explain how relevant they 
were as necessary premisses, He would hava 
stuck to them, but Mr. Richardson proposed 
that they pass on to the third, and the Chiuese 
hailed this with ie rl that it had to

be done. Meanwhilej the protesting interpreter 
(Cheong Yan-sang) liad an. rily left the room, 

Answer to No. 3 jwas because Chinese in 
America wore deprivdd of liberty. To No. £ 
they should be treatdd like members of other 
nationalities. ; 

The rest were left for next day's meoting. 
Befure dispersing, the members of the com. 
ference frateruised over liquid refreshmeants in 
the Standard Oil Gos premises, and many 
hopes of a speedy pad to the boycott were 
expressed on both sides, 

The conference of American and Chinese. 
merchants wus resumed on the 14th. Some 
of the previous day’s| discussion was repeated, 
with the result that the Chinese agreed to thu 
proposition that the tights of man are inalien- 
able; but insisted oh the withdrawal of the 
question: “ Whatare Governments established 
for?” 

Mr. Richardson took the Chinese answer to 
Question Three, and|said they must have more 
specific evidence, Those who had any actua 
grievance to complain about should appear 
before this conference, and their evidence could 
be recorded and sent to America. They could 
not accept hearsay evidence. ; 

The Chinese said sufficient evidence had 
already been sent, through official channels, 
and there was uo need to repeat it. Did the 
Americans present bplieve, or disbelieve, that 
Chinese had been illtreated in the States ? 

Mr. Bolles—Wo |are here to-day acting 
as your counsel; |we are here to aasist 
you, Whatever you hear people or newspapors 
say about the American illtreatmeut of Chinese 
is only hearsay. What we require is bona-fide 
testimony which we may send to our Govern- 
ment as received from our clients, with whom 
we daily do business,—-a detailed report jointly 
signed by us. 

While the oe were digesting this 
“answer,” Question! Four was taken. The 
Chineso had already! stated that the boycott 
would bs continued juntil Chinese visitors to 
America were treated like visitors of other 
nationalities.

I have since been 
informed that a preliminary contract has been 
entered into with that firm for the surveying of 
the site required, drawing up of plans and for 
the estimation of the ork The price agreed 
to for the above work is said to be 311,400. 
Messrs. Dallas and Company will get two per 
cent. on the amounts spent on the works as 
their fees for superintending same. Mossrs. 8. 
QO. Limby and If. Minbv, members of the firm 
of Messrs. Dallus aad Company, have arrived 
here and have already co:nmencel surveying 
work. It is said that they propose to take water 
from a river in Skik Moon near Tsang-Po. 
The tow-r for the regervoir and the filter beds 
will be erected ou a small hill called the Tung 
Tak Shing Hill. which is sitaated near the 
north gate of the ¢ity. The main pipe will 
enter tne city from |Sai-Pak-Mooa (the small 
north gate). Tam told that Messrs. Dallas &

DEATH OF MR. E. R. BELILIOS, 
C.M.G.

We regret to announce the death of Mr: 

Emanuel Raphael Belilios,C.M.G., who for many 

ears was a very prominent figure in the public 
fife of Hongkong and to whose munificence the 
Colony owes some of its most useful educational 
establishments, The news was received (prior to 
our own telegram, yesterday morning by Messrs. 
Linstead and Davis; who are Mr, Belilios’ agents. 
Though it was known in the colony that Mr. 
Belilios had recently been far from all, the news 
of his death came as a great shock to his many 
friends in the colony whose sympathy with 
Mrs. Belilios and family—Mr. Raphael Belilios 
(the only surviving son) and two married 
daughters—we may venture {o publicly express. 
As many readers will recollect, Mr. Belilios lost 
one son in Hongkong of plague. 

Born in Calcutta in 1837, Mr. Belilios came 
to Hongkong in 1862 and developed a success- 
ful business as a merchant dealiug principally 
in opium. He spent nearly forty years of 
his life in Hongkong, and by his benefactions 
and in other ways has written his name large 
in the history of the colony. For many years 
Mr. Belilios had a seat on the Legislative 
Council as the nominee of the Governor. We 
do not know exactly how many years altogether 
Mr. Belilios sat in the Council, but when he 
left the colony about five years ago on what he 
regarded as merely a visit to England, Mr. 
Belilios had then served for ten years consecu- 
tively on the Council, having been appointed 
by Governor Sir William Robinson in 1892 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
the Hon. Phineas Ryrie—“oue of the ablest 
and most independent members who ever sat at 
the table of the Legislative Council.” Mr. 
Belilios was recognised as having pre-eminent 
claims to the position, for we learn from the 
Daily Press of the time that Mr. Belilios had 


already served on the Council, and was in every privileged to know him, highly esteemed his 
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way qualified for the position.

Bay was presented to the colony just before 
Mr. Belilios left Hongkong. ‘The question of a 
reformatory had been described as a burning 
question in the colony for twenty years. Dolice 
magistrates had recommended it, and the 
Secretary of State in 183 deprecated the apathy 
of the Government in the matter for “it was 
found that those yonths who were incarcerated 
in the common prison of Hongkong left the 
gaol worse characters than when they entered 
the gaol—in fact hardened crimivals.”” Mr. 
Belilios came forward with an offer of $12,0) 0 
to build the reformatory, but when plans were 
prepared it was found theamount was insufficient, 
and Mr. Belilios offered to increas» his gift to 
the sum necessary. The building cost Mr. 
Belilios $18,00'. the ground being given by the 
Government In hauding over the building 
to the Government Mr. Belilins suid: “ I trust 
that many youthful wanderers from the paths of 
virtue will in this institution learn to recognise 
that honesty is the best policy and that the 
food won by heuest toil is sweeter than stolen 
luxuries. Of course it will not do to expect 
too much at first as the fruits of reformatory 
discipline, but. we may reasonably hopo that 
when even Chinese boys are taken out of a 
crime-laden atmosphere, such as that prevailing 
in the gaol for adults, they will at least be more 
amenable to good influences and will, at any 
rate, escape contact with hardeued criminals 
who delight in corrupting the minds of those 
whom niisfortune or a sudden step may have 
cast in their way. I refuse to believe that 
Chinese boys are wholly callous and- dead to 
appeals to their better nature. There must be 
a percentage who will strive to reform their 
ways when the opportunity is given to them, 
and to such I hope this institution will offer 
that chance.” 

The idea, however, proved impracticable. 
Only one juvenile criminal entered it in two 
years, and then it was reported to the Govern- 
ment that there were no juvenile criminals in 
the Colony!

Instead of that they tried 
hard to feather their nests by getting bribes 
and money from the enemy. This suited the 
Tibetans and they readily paid up, knowing they 
would get all back again. The upshot was that 
Atentze was captured and the Imperiul troops 
annihilated. A few days south of this, a 

Tsekou, is a Catholic Mission station in charge 
of two French Priests. The priests had 
incurred the enmity of the lamas by open- 
ing a kind of rival pawnshop. People who 
wished to raise money had mortgaged or sold 
at ruinous rates their family treasures to the 
lamas, The fathers came to the help of the 
people and by a more liberal policy almost 
destroyed the monopoly of the usurers. This 
sealed the fate of the Frenchmen. As long as 
Atentze held out the mission was safe, the 
lemas in the neighbourhood not- daring to rise. 
As soon as the Chinese troops were annihilated 
a swift messenger returned to the priests and 
they set about building defences aud preparing 
for a siege. It was, however, too late. The 
lamas in the neighbourhood rose up, overwhelmed 
the mission, beheaded the two fathers and 
sent their hearts as trophies to Batang. An 
Englishman, E. Forrest, collecting 
botanical specimens, had been the guest of the 
priests. Fortunately after almost miraculous 
escapes he got to a place of safety. The 
Tibetans knew there were three foreigners at 
Tsekou and, having only caucht two of them, 
they hunted for the third. Kven women and 
children joined in the chase. To get to a 
friendly tribe Mr. Forrest bad to cross 4 
range of hills by night. The Tibetans with 
their camp fires and fierce dogs forestalled 
him and every time he wearily went up in 
the dark he failed to get through. On two 
or three occasions armed men searching for 
him passed within a few yards of his hiding-

such danger, and a crying scandal until that 
duty is tackled. 

Now with regard to Linchow, you seemed 
nervous about saying too much about the 
missionaries’ part in the affair; but good 
taste or not, people (including my Ameri- 
can friends in the Colony, are all saying 
that there is something to be said on 
both sides; and that Dr. Machle has not shown 
up very well in the affair at all. It seems a 
certainty that soncthing was done first to 
enrage the natives; and the earlier accounts 
(which Dr. Machle himself naturally would 
gloze over) were unanimous about the inter- 
ference with jo-s. After all, it was «uly 
missionary-like to do something of the kind; 
and they could not he expected to foresee the 
dreadful consequence. What makes me 
conclude finally that the people were provohed 
is the admission that there were no deliberate 
torturings. The killing was done in a hurry ; 
overdone in fact; just like a crowd does in the 


South (ern States ¥| when a negro has deeply - 


oifended society. I am quite willing for our 
government to make if an excuse to kill the 
boycott. I hops they will; and in spite of 
recent disclaimers (one quoted to Dr, Machle 
himself by your Canton correspondent) it is safs 
to say that’some boycott agitation was back of 
the trouble, to such extent as to make bad worse. 


With regards to the allegations made against 
the Catholics, this ix a bad break; and must 
alienate much sympa‘hy. But I must say it 
was again missionary-like. Protestant preach- 
ers seem to hate the Pope worse than they 
do the Davil. These charges were made, yu 
may remember, also in 1900 and after; and have 
done more to discredit missions than any attacks 
from the non-religious element. There is such an 
absance of Christian charity about the Baptist's 
account containing said false charge that I am 
inclined to mistrust his veracity in other things. 
These people at farewell meetings usually ring 
in alot of gup about glorious martyrdoms and 
self-sacrifice; although most of us know it 
means nothing, and that they usually break 
away with the stuff that they canuot take with 
them in the saccharine futurity. I don’t reckon 
that against them, because every trade has its 
own formule; but peop'e are saying that Dr. 
Machle would have shone considerably more as 
a ( hristian anda Man if he had stood by Mrs. 
Machle and his poor little girl to the 
last, instead of making himself scarce 
as he seems to have done. If he put them in a 
safe hiding plac:—and was satisfied it was safe 
enough for his own wife and child —he would 
have felt better stopping with them. ‘The only 
light so fur thrown on this aspect of the case is 
a statement that he got down a hole that was 
too small for Mrs. Machle to get through. 


As you may have guessed, Sir, from these 
presents, I am no Ubristian; and turning the 
other cheek is not in my line. I want ten 
Chinese l.cads for every one of those poor 
people murdered ; and will be disappointed if 
the people of 1 inchow are not taught a bloody 
lessou. That's the first thing to be done; and 
right away recall all women and cLildren from 
the missions. That will reduce the number of 
men missionaries, but I can't say that will
